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"The military relation between the Kindom of Saba' and 
Raydan in the third century A. D. from Sabaean Inscripions"

Abstract: 

This paper studies the military relation between the kingdom of Saba' 
and Raydan during the Aksum's occupation to South Arabia in the 
third century A.D. that goes back to the second century A.D. It 
explanes how the Aksum' occupation to this region gave the 
Aksumites a chance to intervene in the internal affair of South Arabia 
Kingdoms. 

The paper focuses on the unstabile relation between the 
Aksumites and the Kings of Saba' and Rayden wihich depended , 
accordingly, on the interest of the Kingdom of Aksum.lt was once in a 
good relation with the Southern Arabs to reach the point of 
agreements and allaiance, and once again to reach the highiest 
animosity. Sabaean Inscriptions recorded military expeditions and 
wars between the Kings of Saba' and Raydan and the Aksumites; the 
most violent and fierce were during the reign of AL Sharah Yahdub 
and his brother Ya'zil Bayyin, the two Kings of Saba' and Raydan, in 
which the Sabaeans achieved remarkable victories on the Aksumites 
that led, consequently, to the shrinkage and the retreat of the Aksum's 
present and occupation in the region. However, the military clashes 
and scrimmages continued between them, even after the death of the 
king of Saba' and Raydan AL sharah Yahdub for several years.
